The rVcneh. who tonight said 
they could not give the full story 
until Mr. Chung came cut of hti 
coma, said that if the incident 
was indeed the kidnapping that 
it sremed, Mr. Chung would not 
be handed back to the Chinese 
and could stay in France. 

Brought From Algeria 
Mr. Chung, who had been 
brought here from Algeria, was 
described only as an official at- 
tached to tlie Chinese Embassy 
in Algiers, though not a diplo- 
mat. During tlie day at Orly, 
however, the Chinese gave every 
indication of wanting him on the 
plane very badly, insulting the 
French police by calling them 
“fascists" and at one point rush- 
ing the police office. 

An eyewitness said one Chinese, 
screamtag nod us'.ug karate chops, 
rushed a group of 30 French riot 
police. 

The story, pieced together from 
several sources, seems to be tlie 
following; 

Mr. Chung, in his 30s. on post 
in Algeria, asked for asylum and 
was turned down. The Chinese 
then decided to return him to 
Shanghai, passing him through 
their Paris Embassy.

South Korea 
Elects Park 
To 3d Term 


SEOUL, April 28 (Reuters).— 

President Chung Hee Park of 
South Korea was re-elected to a 
third term today. The victory 
Is seen here as giving him a 
mandate for strengthening the 
country against any threat from 
Communist North Korea, and as 
an approval of the stability and 
economic growth under Mr. Park. 

Despite predictions of a close 
vote in yesterday’s election, the 
53 -year-old president— who first 
seized power in a 1961 army 
coup— appeared certain to have 
a final majority of more 'than 
900,000 votes over his main 
challenger, Dae Jung Kim, of the 
opposition New Democratic party 
<NDPJ. 

But even as counting proceeded 
today, the NDP voiced allegations 
Of fraud. 

NDP officials urged the Cen- 
tral Election Management Com- 
mission . in Seoul to suspend 
counting — a request that was re- 
jected— because they claimed the 
ruling Democratic Republicans 
(DRF) had stuffed ballot boxes 
in a bid to perpetuate Mr. Park's 
rule for life. 

But voters were believed to 
have been swayed by Mr. Park’s 
pledge In the last days of the 
campaign that he would step 
down in 1975, after his third 
four-year term. The possibility of 
a third term was authorized by 
a constitutional amendment two 
years ago, ratified by a referen- 
dum. Mr. Park has ruled for ten 
years, the first two as chairman 
of a military junta. 

Mr Kim charged in the cam- 
paign that if Mr. Park was elect- 
ed again, he would become ruler 
for life. He took a softer line on 
military policy than Mr. Park, 
advocating cutbacks in South 
Korean armed forces.

(NYTi— The Soviet Union has 
proposed to the United States a 
detailed live-year treaty limiting 
each nation's defenses against 
missiles to 100 interceptor mis- 
siles to protect the capitals— Mos- 
cow and Washington— US. ad- 
ministration officials revealed 
today. 

The Soviet proposal, which 
some officials described as a draft 
treaty, was offered during the 
fourth round of Strategic Arms 
■ Limitation Talks (SALT) that 
resumed Mnreh 15 in Vienna. It 
adds two major details— time and 
number of missies — to a very 
general statement of Soviet pref- 
erence for a defense-only agree- 
ment, protecting only the cap 1 - 
tals, at the previous round of 
tjiiirc in Helsinki last fall. 

Some administration planners, 
while pleased that the Russians 
have decided to be more specific, 
expressed disappointment that 
the very limited offer was ad- 
vanced despite President Nixon's 
firm public rejection of any 
agreement that did not limit both 
offensive and defensive strategic 
weapons. 

In his State of the World mes- 
sage Feb. 25, Mr. Nixon declar- 
ed: ‘To limit only one side of 
the offense-defense equation 
could rechannel the arms com- 
petition rather than effectively 
curtail it." 

Potential Agreements 
Officials say U.S. negotiators 
reiterated the President's posi- 
tion at Vienna, but agreed to 
continue discussing a broad range 
of potential missile defense agree- 
ments, with the understanding 
that this did not signify an 
abandonment of American insis- 
tence on a more comprehensive 
settlement. 

Soviet negotiators have con- 
tinued to discuss possible agree- 
ments on limiting Intercontinental 
missiles, missile submarines and 
strategic bombers, officials say. 
but have declined to cite specific 
numerical limitations that might 
be acceptable as long as the Unit- 
ed States refuses to include in 
the strategic weapons category its 
European-based fighter-bombers, 
which are capable of delivering 
nuclear weapons against Russia. 

Some analysts, who oppcse the 
Soviet missile defense proposal, 
point out that the offer puts no 
limitation on the number, charac- 
ter and location of early warning 
and missile tracking radar instal- 
lations. They note that radar is 
the key element for a heavy-mis- 
sile defense system and takes the 
longest to deploy. 

They also note that the Soviet 
proposal only limits the number 
of anti-missile missiles that may 
be installed on launchers, presum- 
ably allowing either side to build 
and stockpile as many defensive 
missiles as it wishes, so long as 
they are not deployed. 

These officials worry about a 
sudden Soviet abrogation of the 
treaty, followed by a rapid missile 
defense deployment, or of the lat- 
ter happening after the five-year 
treaty has lapsed.

The police detained three of 
them, though they were later re- 
leased. 

Says French Are Guilty 

One of the Chinese gave the 
following statement: 

,r We are acting through diplo- 
matic channels to get back our 
compatriot. We consider that 
the French authorities, in acting 
as they have, are guilty of kid- 
napping a Chinese citizen.” 

"When Mr. Chung still was not 
revived by early evening, French 
authorities derided to remove 
him to a hospital Supporting 
him on their anus, the police 
dashed through the halls of Orly 
ta a waiting ambulance. Once 
he was gone the police led the 
remaining Chinese through lines 
of police holding back curious 
passengers. They continued to 
call the police "fascists" and 
“bullies." 

In a final statement to news- 
men the Chinese protested that 
these were “fascist methods" and 
“contrary to international cus- 
tom.” 

Mr. Chung meanwhile was 
brought to the Paris hospital, 
Hotel-Dieu, under direct sur- 
veillance from the adjoining 
Prefecture de Police. 

It was recalled in the 1966

Growers _ ol come of 
France's most popular red wines 
complained that the estimated 27 
tons of sulphur fallout expected to 
belch from the refinery every day 
would make their wine undrink- 
able. 

Petroleum engineers replied that 
the prevailing winds would carry 
the sulphur the other way. 

The struggle became a major 
local issue, and the government, 
apparently decided to abandon 
the Belleville project. 

The prefect of the Ain depart- 
ment told the departmental coun- 
cil that a new site has been 
chosen in the wineless wooded 
hills east of Lyons, raising a new 
outcry as conservationists com- 
plained the refinery would spoO 
a beautiful recreation area for 
the Lyons metropolitan area.

Tornadoes Kill 
12 in Kentucky, 

2 Adjoining States 

COLUMBIA. Ky.. April 2B 
•APi. — Tornadoes struck sections 
of an 80-mile path through 
south-central Kentucky late last 
night, leaving ten dead and mil- 
lions ol dollars in damage, state 
police said today. 

Other tornadoes struck parts of 
Illinois and Tennessee. leaving at 
least one dead in each state. 

Six deaths were reported In 
Kentucky's Adair County, two 
in Russell County, and two in the 
Butier-Warren Counties area 80 
miles west of Columbia. More 
than 70 persons were reported 
injured. 

William Walker, civil defense 
director in Adair County, de- 
scribed one scene oi disaster: 
“One body was blown about 300 
feet from a house. Zt was a 
woman.” he said. "Another body, 
a woman, was blown about 100 
feet away and there was a child 
blown from a house at another 
place."

House Majority Leader Hale Boggs’s 
transparent failure to back up bis specific 
charge that the FBI had tapped his home 
telephone should not be allowed to obscure 
the significance of his contribution to an 
understanding of the grave threat which the 
bureau presents to American liberty. It is 
true — and the fact needs to be acknowledged 
candidly— that Mr. Boggs said more than 
he has been able to sustain in his attack on 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover two weeks 
ago. “I charge categorically,” he said, “that 
the FBI has -had me under surveillance— my 
personal life.” The Washington Post com- 
mented at the time that the charge was, 
by Its nature, improvable. Certainly Mr. 
Boggs’s glib assertion In a speech to the 
House that an unidentified telephone com- 
pany Investigator once told him that some- 
one, also unidentified, had at some time 
placed a tap on his telephone — a tap which 
had been removed ' prior to the Inspection 
of his line by the company Investigator — 
fell ludicrously short of proof positive. Mr. 
Boggs’s subsequent appearance on the TV 
show “Face the Nation’’ was even more 
embarrassing. Serious criticism of the FBI 
suffered a setback In consequence. 

Nevertheless, recent events have afford- 
ed incontrovertible evidence that the FBI 
has engaged In widespread surveillance of 
Americans on purely political grounds and 
that the FBI has employed techniques of 
surveillance which high officials of the 
Department of Justice sought to hoodwink 
the public Into believing it did not employ. 
In hls speech to the House on April 22, Con- 
gressman Boggs said some Indisputable 
things about the FBI which he should have 
said in the first place; and he put the blame 
lor the FBI’s excesses for the first time 
precisely where It belongs — on the shoul- 
ders of the United States Congress. 

* * * 

‘Today,” he said, “I see what until now 
I did not permit myself to see. Our apathy 
In this Congress, our silence In this House, 
our very fear of speaking out In other 
forums has watered the roots and hastened 
the growth of a vine of tyranny which Is 
ensnaring that Constitution and Bill of 
Bights which we are each sworn to defend 
and uphold. . . . What has occurred could not 
have occurred without our consent and com- 
plicity here on Capitol hill . . . 

“We have established the rule of the dos- 
sier. 

"We have conferred respectability upon 
the Informer. 

“We have sanctioned the use of bribes and 
payments to citizen to spy upon citizen . . . 

“No member of this House knows — or 
know wjth any certainty— what the bureaus 
and agencies Involved with the liberties of 
the American people may be doing . . . 

“Today, as we In the Congress undertake 
to recover and restore the people’s liberty, 
we find that It is ourselves who are called 
to account, ourselves who are under sur- 
veillance, ourselves who are prisoners of the 
power which our silence permitted to come 
Into being.” 

This Is a terrible Indictment — and a true 
one. For at least 25 years— of the 47 yean 
during which he has served as director of the 
FBI— Mr. Hoover has been treated by Con- 
gress not as a public servant but as a royal 
personage. His appearances before .the ap- 


propriations committees were occasions for 
sheer fawning and adulation, not for inquiry 
Into his performance. And,' indeed, such 
studies as the appropriations committees 
may have made as to the ways in which the 
bureau expended the public funds entrusted 
to It were made largely by FBI agents as- 
signed to the committees as Investigators. 

No committee of Congress has ever 
presumed to demand a sampling of the 
bureau's reports on government employees 
to determine whether they are done wisely 
of foolishly, if they are filled with facts or 
with unverified gossip or rumor. 

No committee of Congress has ever in- 
quired Into the extent of FBI surveillance or 
Investigation or eavesdropping or snooping 
—or whatever euphemism or circumlocution 
you may want to apply to Its activity— 
Into the lives of American citizens con- 
cerning whom there Is no evidence of 
criminal conduct, only evidence of political 
nonconformity. 

No committee of Congress has ever in- 
quired Into the personnel policies of the 
bureau. Into its hiring standards or its 
promotion procedures or its treatment of Its 
employees — or even Into the question whether 
there Is actually any need for the monster 
monument or mausoleum now being erected 
in honor of Mr. Hoover on Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 

* * * 

An Investigation of the FBI . by Congress 
Is long, long overdue. Perhaps there is real 
merit to Sen. Muskie’s proposal of a 
domestic Intelligence review board analogous 
to the foreign-intelligence advisory board 
organized In 1956 to ride herd, mainly, on 
the CIA. But that, of course, presents a 
danger of becoming In time a mere gloss or 
protective umbrella for the FBI. It might, 
as Sen. Ervin observed, “amount to a Band- 
aid on a broken leg.” The appropriate 
means of keeping the FBI within proper 
bounds ought to be determined by the Con- 
gress, we thinly and only after a thorough 
examination of the way In which it now 
functions and of the duties which the Con- 
gress wishes it to f ulfill . The FBI. like any 
other federal agency, ought to be subject to 
searching congressional scrutiny — and more 
• frequently than once every 47 years. 

Hep. Ogden Reid has called for hearings 
by the foreign-operations and government- 
information subcommittee of the House's 
Government Operations Committee. That 
would at least be preferable to hearings by 
the Govemipent Operations Committee of 
the Senate. Sen. Kennedy has displayed an 
Interest in taking on such an investigation. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith has been sug- 
gested as a particularly detached, able and 
vigorous person to conduct a study of the 
FBI. But the outstanding senator to head a 
thoroughgoing investigation of the FBI — 
of the whole range of domestic intelligence 
and criminal-investigating activity by the 
federal government— is, in our judgment, 
Sam Ervin of North Carolina. Tough, fair- 
minded and with a profound commitment 
to American constitutional liberties. Sen. Er- 
vin has pioneered in the study of incursions 
Into privacy. It would offer reassurance to 
the whole country If he would now Indicate 
a willingness to take on this difficult and 
Important assignment.

— Voter., in the Motherlands to- 
day registered a modest swing 
to rhe modcrau- left in elec- 
tions to the National Assembly, 
with Premier Piet do Jong's con- 
tervalive coalition government 
apparently losing a workable 
parliamentary majority. 

With nearly half the vote 
counted, computer projections in- 
dicated that the four govern- 
ment parties would lose seven 
of their 83 *cats in the 150-scat 
assembly, the lower house of 
parliament. The coalition is com- 
posed or the Calholic party, two 
Protestant parties and the con- 
servative Liberals. The three reli- 
gious parties all lost ground 
while the Liberals held theirs. 

According to the projections, 
the opposition Labor party and 
two .small allied parties gained 
seven seats, for a total of El. 

Labor, with an indicated 25.1 
percent of the vote, emerged as 
the nation's strongest single par- 
ty for the first time since 1956. 

Moreover, six scats were won 
by a new party called Demo- 
cratic Socialism 70, which split off 
from the Labor party last year. 

The new party is strongly com- 
mitted to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, while 
Labor's current leaders have urg- 
ed such steps as recognition of 
East Germany. 

All the major and most of the 
minor parties strongly favor 
Britith entry into the Common 
Market. Among the minor par- 
ties. the Communists appear to 
have gained one ‘eat, for a total 
oi six. winning 15 percent of the 
vote in the city of Amsterdam. 

The government loss was 
partly attributed to ir. nation, the 
main campaign issue. Prices 
have been rising at an annual 
rate of 7 percent and the 
Netherlands’ balance of payments 
deficit lias been mounting. 

Wnges have been frozen since 
December. 

However, the election alwj saw 
the continuation of a longer range 
trend toward the gradual erosion 
of support for the religion.', based 
parties. 

How a workable government- 
majority is to be constructed re- 
mains a mystery, with 14 parlies 


expected to be represented :n the 
new assembly.

19-year-old 
Jean -Claude Duvalier. alii end 
in their slaughter. 

Gerard de Catalogue, who holds 
the post of director oi tourism, 
told foreign newsmen that the 
Haitian Army and people are 
r-olidly behind Jeau -Claude, who 
was sworn in as "president far 
luc" last Wednesday following 
the death of his father. Francois 
Duvalier. dictator of this black 
republic for 13 and a half year.-. 

Mr. de Catalogue, a white 
Haitiau of French descent, had 
a special warning for anti-Du- 
valicrists among the 70,000 Haitian 
emigres in New York City. 

"I know them well.” he said. 
“And I can assure you that if 
they iry to come— and I don't 
think they will — it can only 
mean that they want to die in 
their homeland.” 

He said ten or 12 attempts to 
invade the small country, which 
is no larger titan Maryland, had 
been made during the Duvalier 
regime. All, he said, bad been 
wiped out. 

"What happens every lime.” he 
said, "is that a small group of 
emigres and mercenaries land on 
the north or south shores and 
start killing soldiers, militiamen 
and peasants with the great idea 
of fanning a revolt by the enthc 
Haitian population. 

"What docs the president do? 
He sends soldiers and police to 
meet the invaders. After two or 
three days all the invaders are 
killed. The Haitian people stay 
perfectly calm. Sometimes they 
even help the soldiers against the 
invaders.”

April 28.— A French 
labor union spokesman charged 
today that American financial in- 
terests had "orchestrated” the 
current anti-Concorde campaign 
in France. 


At a press conference called 
to answer this campaign of 
"denigration.” a spokesman for 
the Communist-led General Con- 
federation of Labor lCGT> and 
the Democratic Confederation of 
Labor CCFDTi. representing the 
employees of the Societe Nationale 
Indus trielle Aerospatiale. the 
French builders of the Anglo- 
French supersonic transput, said 
such French politicians as former 
Radical party leader Jean- Jacques 
Servan-Schreiber. who argued 
against the construction of the 
Concorde, were not working in the 
interest of the nation. He said 
they were guilty of ''political dis- 
honesty and demagoguery." 

Asked to name the American 
interests working against the con- 
struction of the Concorde, the 
union spokesman said he could 
uot supply the names. 


However, he added that if the 
Concorde were a success, it would 
take up a share or the world air- 
craft market which U.S. firms 
could not filL Therefore, he said, 
he deduced that the American 
aircraft industry, which now 
controls four-fifths of the world's 
civilian aircraft market, would do 
everything in its power to retain 
its monopoly.

TOKYO. April 28 lUPH.— 
Peaceful anti-American demon- 
strations involving hundreds of 
thousands of protesters were held 
across Japan today to denounce 
the presence of U.S. forces on 
Okinawa. 

The “Okinawa Day” demonstra- 
tions involved 800.000 persons, 
organizers said. There was no 
estimate of the number by police. 
Tiie speakers, cheered by crowds, 
demanded tliat the island, which 
will be returned to Japan next 
year, be cleared of UjS. bases. 


WASHINGTON. April 28 ' UPD . 
—The space agency concluded to- 
day that “there is no hazard to 
man. animal or plants” from any- 
thing brought back from the 
moon by astronauts. 

Accordingly, the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration 
said, it is abandoning the prac- 
tice of putting astronauts, their 
spacecraft and lunar materials 
In quarantine after they return 
to earth from three future moon 
shots. 

The crews of previous Apollo 
missions to the moon were placed 
in sealed, mobile quarters mo- 
ments alter being taken aboard 
the prime recovery ship after 
splashing down from their moon 
missions.

T> R U S S E L S— This summer, 
■*-* many historic homes and 
castles In Belgium Trill let down 
their drawbridges to the public 
for the first time. 

Owners participating In the 
government-sponsored “year of 
the cMteau" are pledged to wel- 
come the paying public into their 
parks and homes for a minimitm 
of four, weekends during the 
summer'! litany will, in fact, be 
open every weekend and holiday. 

Belgian castles cannot compete 
with the great palaces of France 
or the Imperial edifices of -Eng- 
land. But they have an unex- 
pected intimacy and a gentle 
elegance of scaled-down formali- 
ty. and a richness and warmth 
typical of inhabited Interiors.

More art In a ch&tcau setting 
can be found in the private 
museum attached to the ChAteau 
de Je.hay, near Li&ge, the home 
of the Count van den Steen de 
Jehay. He Is a sculptor in the 
classic tradition, as well as an 
archaeologist and explorer. His 
museum is well stocked with 
works of art and archaeological 
treasures. The ch&teau has been 
In the Van den Steen family 
since the 16th century and is par- 
ticularly picturesque. 

12th Century 

Unlived in. but cared for (by 
the Royal Association of Historic 
Residences) is the small .Ch&teau 
of Laarne, one of the prettiest cf 
castles, in true storybook style. 
Some of the stonework and the 


old towers date back to the 12 th 
century. In the castle Is & hand- 
some collection of silver (mainly 
17th and 18th-century French 
work 1 ). The castle is used for 
prestige exhibitions, such as the 
one last year of ancient weapons. 
Just Inside the main gates of 
Laarne. there Is a discreetly 
rustic restaurant, with discreetly 
sophisticated food, service and 
ambiance, ft has one of the 
most romantic views In Belgium, 
from the terrace by the moat. In 
the evening, you can . see the 
illuminated castie and its reflec- 
tion in the moat. 

For sheer weight of water, the 
Chateau of Nockere, near Ouden- 
aarde, merits attention. The un- 
cluttered Louis XVI facade seems 
borne up by water — the castle - 
can be reached only by a bridge 
at the end of a long avenue of 
trees. The park and gardens are 
beautifully kept; the inside of the 
ch&teau Is as harmonious as the 
outside. There is an impressive 
display of 18 th-century coaches 
in the stables. Only the park and 
stables will be open to visitors — 
but they merit a visit. 

Of comae, there are other 
castles that have long been acces- 
sible to the public, among t hem 
Beersel, a defensive outpost to 
the city of Brussels in the Middle 
Ages. Beersel was rebuilt from 
ruins in 1481 and has been left 
untouched since then. 

Another such castle is Beloeil, 
which, through the centuries, has 
been the seat of the successive 
princes of XJgne. The present 
ch&teau was built too recently 
to be of historic interest in itself, 
but it houses a famous library, m

7VTAPLES. — The German - born 
(in 1913) American composer 
Jan Meyerowltz studied first in 
Berlin, then in Italy.

Dollar Weakens in Europe 
While Price of Gold Climbs 


PARIS. April 28.— The dollar 
Weakened in most European 
money markets today and the 
Tree-market price of gold climbed. 

An announcement by West 
Germany's central bank that it 
if no longer buying dollars on 
the forward market — a maneuver 
to keep the dollar abore Its floor 
level — was credited by dealers 
with triggering dollar sales in 
London. Paris. Amsterdam. Brus- 
sels. Zurich and Frankfurt. 

Critical comments at a U.S. 
bankers' meeting by several Eu- 
ropean monetary officials on the 
U.S. balance -of- payments deficit 
was also credited with increasing 
pressure on the dollar. 


French Influence 
Remarks earlier this week by 
Prance’s Finance Minister Valery 
Giscard d"Estaing that raising the 
price of gold— in effect, devaluing 
the dollar— would be an effective 
means of preventing unwanted 
dollars from piling up at Euro- 
pean central banks were seen as 
fueling the rush into gold. 

The price of gold in Zurich 
closed at a 1971 high of $39.20 
bid. $39.35 asked, up an average 
27.5 cents. At the afternoon 
fixing in London, it was up 27.5 
cents at $39,225 and in Paris the 
12.5-kilogram bar was quoted at 
the equivalent of $39.57 an ounce.

In Frankfurt, the dollar de- 
clined sharply to its floor price 
of 3.6300 deutsche marks follow- 
ing the Bundesbank announce- 
ment alter having opened at

Since the beginning of the 
month, the Bundesbank lias often 
supported the dollar in the for- 
ward market to take pressure 
lrom the spot rate and delay a 
too rapid accumulation of dollars. 
The amount of Its forward pur- 
chases is estimated to have ex- 
ceeded $3 billion. 

Some dealers suggested that 
the Bundesbank could not sustain 
the rate, while others suggested 
that the purchases were no longer 
necessary, given the recent con- 
vergence of short-term UjS. and 
European interest rates. 

The Bundesbank did not give 
an official explanation for its 
move, but one official remarked 
that it is not the bank's policy 
to intervene on the forward mar- 
ket. “which costs us money and 
was only done as an exception to 
assist the weakened dollar.” 

Dealers said the move prompt- 
ed German banks to sell dollars 
and that this accounted for the 
30-point drop of the dollar rate 
to its mandatory support level in 
Zurich. 

In London, the sterling spot rate 
was quoted at $2.4195. up a point 
from yesterday's close.

Mr. Schweitzer 
said it "would be desirable for 
countries with a weak payments 
position that want to lift their 
economies from a recession to 
put more emphasis on fiscal 
rather than monetary stimula- 
tion.” 

And referring evidently to Eu- 
rope. he advised that countries 
-with a strong payments posi- 
tion. that nped to contain an in- 
flationary boom, should put 
strong reliance on fiscal restraint 
rather than on extreme mone- 
tary tightness.” 

Mr. Schweitzer also stated that 
-for the United States in par- 
ticular the importance of restor- 
ing cost and price stability can 
hardly be exaggerated.” He said 
the “much-needed strengthening 
of the UB. balance of payments 
and the sound functioning of the 
international monetary system” 
depended on this.

In U.S. Gains 


WASHINGTON. April 28 'AP- 
DJ i . —The U £. government's 
camjvosite index of “leading” 
pc c nernic indicators showed a 
further gain last month, bring- 
ing an official comment that 
this suggested the development 
of a “balanced and broadly 
based economic expansion.” 

The comment came from 
Harold C. Passer, Assistant Com- 
merce Secretary for Economic 
Affairs, who noted that the index 
— a barometer for the overall 
economy— is showing "a per- 
sistent and spreading advance.” 

A Co mm erce Department re- 
port said the leading indicators 
rose 0.6 percent in March to 119.8 
percent of the 1967 average from 
cj? upward revised 119.1 percent 
a month earlier. 

Fifth Successive Gain 

This represented the fifth 
consecutive monthly gain, the 
department said. 

Mr. Passer conceded that 
much of the first-quarter Increase 
represented a recovery from the 
General Motors strike, but he 
noted that sectors least affected 
by the strike, such as stock prices 
and orders for plant, had advanc- 
ed as decisively as those touched 
by the stoppage. 

There are 12 components in 
■file index, but only eight were 
available last month. Of these, 
four rose, three declined and the 
other was unchanged. Increases 
were registered in. the average 
work week of production nvork- 
eis, new boflding permits, in- 
dustrial materials prices and the 
average price of 500 common 

stocks. 

Declines were recorded fri new 
durable goods orders, plant and 
equipment contracts and orders, 
and the average weekly claims 
for state unemployment insur- 
ance.

He reasoned 
wrell to find the right opening 
lead after his partner made a 
significant double on a el am 
contract. 

West’s pre-emptive opening bid 
of three diamonds was aggres- 
sive. and East put further pres- 
sure on the opponents by raising 
to four diamonds after North had 
cautiously passed. 

If North- had been permitted 
to double four diamonds the 
penalty would have been 500 
points, but South not unnatu- 
rally came in with four hearts. 
He was not vulnerable, and the 
distributional strength seemed 
sufficient compensation for the 
lack of high cards. 

North's raise to six hearts was 
Imaginative but not unreason- 
able. His partner had entered the 
auction at the four level, and so 
was likely to have a hand of fair 
strength as well as a good heart 
suit. 

East’s double was a two-way 
action: he judged correctly that 
his opponents were too high, and 
he wished to divert his partner 
from a normal, and presumably 
futile, diamond lead toward- a 
lead in one of the unbid black 
suits. A double of a voluntary 
slam bid is "Lightner,” suggest- 
ing an unusual lead. 

A Lightner double usually in- 
dicates a desire for a lead in 
dummy's suit, but here dummy 
had not bid a suit. West not 
only could not tell which black 
suit her partner wanted her to 
lead, bat also knew that he had 
been aware of the problem when 
he made the double. 

The inference to be drawn was 
that East was fully prepared for 
a lead in either black suit, and 
with that in mind West made 
the dramatic lead or the spade 
king.

Trainer 'Dopes Out 9 
Derby: It’s Unconscious

LOUISVILLE. April 28 (WF).— 
John. Canty broke his left should- 
er in an automobile accident last 
December. While recovering, the 
veteran Irish horseman was -given 
Butazol.ld.tn to help ease the pain. 

“It had a very nauseating ef- 
fect,” he said, “but it worked.” 

Now if Canty could figure out 
how much help Butazoiidin gave 
Jim French in defeating his 
horse. Unconscious, early last 
month in the Santa Anita Derby, 
the trainer would have an even 
better idea as to what chance 
Unconscious has of winning Sat- 
urday's 97th Kentucky Derby. 

“The newspapers on the West 
Coast quoted Jim French's train- 
er (Johnny Campo) as saying he 
gave Butazoiidin to his horse 
before the race.” Canty recalled 
yesterday morning on the Chur- 
chill Downs backstretch, less than 
18 hours after Unconscious had 
arrived. “It's perfectly legal to 
give Butazoiidin for racing pur- 
poses — not just for training— in 
California since the rule was 
changed this yekr. I've given it 
to some of my horses while fram- 
ing in the pest. They didn’t seem 
to improve off it. unconscious has 
never needed it He hasn't had 
any problems all year. Not even 
a cold.” 

Most horsemen agree that Bu- 
tazoiidin. an analgesic, will enable 
sore arthritic horses to run a bet- 
ter race than they otherwise could 
That is what the 1968 Derby con- 
troversy involving Dancer's linage 
is all about (Butazoiidin is not . 
a stimulant, but it can help :i 
horse, which otherwise would 
perform below his best form, to 
turn in a much healthier effort 

Jim French defeated Uncon- 
scious by a length and three-quar- 
ters at Santa Anita, Did ''bute* 
make a difference? If so. did it 
mean one length, two lengths. . .? 
Canty smiled at the question. 

“I can't be sure Jim French 
had any such help,” he finally 
replied, *1tfe whet I reed In the 
papers. More Important to me Is 
the knowledge I have a good, 
steady horse for Saturday who’s 
coming along real well. Jim 
French is the only horse to beat 
him in the last five races." 

Canty is from County Kildare, 
Ireland. At the age of ID he 
was an apprentice rider for the 
Aga Khan's stable. In 1953 he 
went to California to be a farm 


manager, and has been a suc- 
cessful trainer since 1960. The 
Derby horse he trains Is owned 
by Arthur Seellgson Jr., a Texas 
oil man, and. will be ridden by 
Laffit Pincay Jr, of Panama. 

Canty, of course, is worried 
about Jim French, which may 
have run the best race of his 
busy winter-spring campaign in 
California. In Kentucky. Buta- 
zoiidin cannot be administered to 
a horse 48 hours before a race. 
Canty, therefore, has reason to 
believe Unconscious will be meet- 
ing Jim French on more favorable 
terms time around.

Bison 
wandering 
in the still 
snow-covered 
Polish forest. 
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The Last 
Of a Dying 
Breed . . .

B IALOWIEZA. Poland.— It's the wild, wild East where the 
buffaloes roam m their native habitat in a vast primeval 
forest straddling the Polish -Soviet border. 

They are the last rf a dying breed of bison, remnants of 
a prehistoric animal whose lifelike portraits can be found among 
the primitive drawings in the caves of southern France and 
Spain. A few survivors can still be found in zoos and on private 
game preserves. But the herd of nearly 200 of the beasts that 
roam the Bialowieza National Pbrest here are the only sur- 
vivors of the nearly extinct breed not bring in captivity. 

They are free to wander and graze through an area that 
covers nearly a quarter of a million acres of forest— half of it 
lying in Belorussia on the Soviet side and divided only by a 
100-yard- wide swath cleared along the demarcation line patrolled 
by frontier guards of the two neighboring nations. 

“It's a strange thing.” said a grizzled old villager who keeps 
the sate to a notional park preserve in part of the forest. "We 
dont really understand it. EUt the buffaloes hardly ever stray 
over to the other side. Our Russian friends wanted to keep 
some of them over there and we gave them a small herd. But 
before winter set in they were all back on the Polish side." 

There was a twinkle of nationalist pride in his eyes as he 
told of this preference for Polish soil. But experts at the 
Institute of Mammal Studies gave a simple explanation. The 
Poles have, set up permanent feeding stations on their half 
of the forest where the snow-bound bison get hay and sugar 
beets during the winter months. 






“This artificial feeding is the only change in the primeval 
life. The bison have lived here since tht beginning of time,” said 
Dr. Malgorzata Krasimka, a chunky, fortyish woman veteri- 
narian. 

“But what we are doing is simply prolonging the existence 
of a species we believe is naturally becoming extinct," she 
added. 

"They are still extremely hardy and show little susceptibility 
to disease. But civilization is closing hi on them. The Bialowieza. 
area contains one of the few remaining primeval forests In 
Europe and we are trying to keep it that way.” 

Only a few of the giant timber wolves that once roamed 
the forest as. the chief enemy of the bison still exist. And only 
one large sector of the forest is left untouched— barred to hunters 
and preserved from the timber -jutters. 

*The rest of the forest supports a large and important 
lumber industry — the only profitable Industry in the' vast 
stretch of eastern Polish steppeland. 

The lumbermen are not happy about keeping the bison 
alive. For great shaggy buffaloes still cling to their old ways 
of survival by eating the bark and younger shoots of trees when 
the deep winter snows set in. 

"They are damned dangerous, too," said a gnarled farmer. 
"They have got accustomed to seeing man and they are not 
afraid of him. But they are mean. The old bulls will attack 
you for no reason at .all. And the cows will rip a dog to pieces 
if it goes anywhere near their calves.”
